Dear Harold, 

As I write this on Memorial Day, it seems appropriate to think about Bud, 
and about Greg Stone. This has not been a good year for the critical 
community. Bud's death was quite a shock, and we’ll all miss him and his 
generous and tolerant support. I guess he was tolerant to a fault sometimes, 
but he really believed in keeping the pot boiling as a path to the truth. 

It's nice to see you and George Lardner jumping into the fray over Oliver 
Stone's film. I've been trying to get my proposed title into circulation - 
"Dances with Facts.” 

Here's a copy of a letter to George which you might find useful, along 
with Garrison's letter to Gandolfo (but not the other enclosures, which are 
mostly pages from EOC) . I'm planning to put together an EOC issue, mostly 
about Stone and Garrison, when I can. 

I see that I owe you thanks for, and responses to, your letters of 
September 14 and 25, and December 6. Unfortunately for me, I'm that far 
behind with dozens of correspondents. Maybe this summer I'll get to take some 
of the vacation and overtime I've accumulated on my programming job - although 
we have to move our office at the end of June, and I'll have to hire a new 
programmer. Except for my overwork and backlogs, the family is doing fine. 

The Ricky White story seems to have dropped out of sight. One Dallas 
source (Mary La Fontaine, who is working on some sort of documentary) did 
assure me recently that the post-Mattox Texas AG's office was still 
interested, but I figure if anyone gets indicted, it'll be one of the 
"researchers." 

In response to some of the specific questions in your 12/6: 

I think the value of the Adelson/Earl Ruby book is to remind us that 

there are perspectives on Jack Ruby which don't see him as simply a Mafia 

pawn. Oswald has always had his defenders; Ruby has had very few. 

The Duffy book would be a good brief introduction to the HSCA's work in 
the intelligence areas for someone who has not read it. He seems like a 
clever and reasonable guy, and could probably come up with a lot of original 
insights if he were to spend some time reading raw documents. 

I read "Spy Saga" in manuscript, and had a lot of specific problems with 

it, but I didn't think it was that bad. I don't think anyone, including Phil, 

would suggest that it is definitive on Oswald and the CIA, much less Oswald 
and intelligence agencies. 

I do have the Lobster article you offered, about Clay Shaw's English 
contacts. It's interesting, but not particularly surprising, that he was only 
a handshake (or something) away from the Philby crowd (the "Homintern") . 

I wonder what Oliver Stone would make of that . 

I saw the Jim Moore book but couldn't bring myself to buy it, although 
I'm sure it will be a collector's item soon. There's nobody worse than a 
convert. I could write a much better LHO-did-it-alone book than that, with 
one hand. (But I'll leave that field to Vince Bugliosi.) 

I just heard that Tony Summers is a week or so from finishing his Hoover 
manuscript. It's been a long haul for him. 

Hope things are going well for you.
